Sac State hosts candidate forum 
BERA, JONES AND OTHERS ATTEMPT TO SWAY VOTERS

Candidates for state and fed- 
eral offices stumped in Sacra- 
mento State’s University Union 
Ballroom and discussed 
affecting higher education on Sat- 
urday as part of the 15th annual 
Statewide Voters Education and 
Candidates Forum, hosted by the 
American Pacific Islander Amer- 
ican Public Affairs Association 
(APAPA). 

Incumbent Democratic con- 
gressman Ami Bera found an area 


issues 


of agreement with his Republican 
opponent Scott Jones on the issue 
of college tuition, with both say- 
ing that the rising cost has to be 
stopped. 


The two are virtually tied in 
the race for California’s 7th Con- 
eressional District’s seat in the 
House of Representatives, one of 
the most contentious races in the 
country. 

“Certainly we should allow 
students to refinance their student 
loans and bring them down to a 
more affordable rate,” Bera said. 
“But we've got to disrupt the cost 
of education and make education 
cheaper. It makes a difference if 
you re $40,000 in debt to get a 
lower interest rate, but we ought 
to ask the question ‘How did you 
get $40,000 in debt?’ ” 

Bera also said he helped in- 
troduce legislation that would de- 
fer and forgive student loans for 
STEM students if they work for 
the federal government. 


Jones said that colleges have to 
find ways to cut costs so that they 
don’t overburden students and 
their families. 

“TI think you need to take a 
critical look about how money 
going to public education is being 
spent,” Jones said. “Does the U.C. 
chancellor really need to be paid 
half a million dollars? Is the mon- 
ey being spent for administration 
being well spent?” 

Jones, a Sac State alum and 
the elected sheriff of Sacramento 
County, accused Bera of negative 
campaigning after his opponent 
ran a television ad last week dis- 
cussing sexual harassment allega- 
tions against Jones. 

“I frankly do feel it’s inappro- 
priate and, frankly, I feel most vot- 
ers want more,” Jones said. “’m 


not going to go negative. ‘That’s 
not who | am.” 

Robert Evans, the Republican 
candidate for House of Repre- 
sentatives in California’s 6th Con- 
eressional District against incum- 
bent Democrat Doris Matsui, also 
gave his thoughts on reducing the 
cost of college. 

“One of the things we can do 
in colleges is make the loans in- 
terest free,” Evans said. “We can 
stretch out loans over a longer pe- 
riod of time and we should make 
more money available for student 
grants.” 

Matsui did not show up for 
the event. Neither did Attorney 
General Kamala Harris, D-San 
Francisco, who is running for U.S. 
Senate against Congresswoman 
Loretta Sanchez, D-Orange. 


Sanchez took aim at Harris af- 
ter the latter said on ‘Tuesday that 
she was in favor of free college 
tuition for students whose families 
make less than $140,000 per year. 

“So (Harris) came out and said 
she’d be in favor of free college. 
Let me tell you what we’re doing 
at our community college — the 
freshmen who are entering are 
getting free tuition this year,” San- 
chez said. “We’re already doing it 
at Santa Ana College in my area. 
We’re a pilot project for the four 
year degree at Santa Ana. She 
can say anything she wants to say 
about what she’d do but we’re ac- 
tually doing it in my area.” 

Kevin McCarty, D-Sacramen- 
to, who is running against Sacra- 
mento State student Ryan Brown 
to retain his seat in the Assembly, 
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said that he shares Brown’s con- 


cern for issues affecting higher 


education, which Brown said is a 
major focus in his campaign. 
“(Higher 


number one issue I work at in 


education) is. the 


the legislature,’ said McCarty. 
“That’s why I ran for the Assem- 
bly two years ago. My platform 
was that we should invest in kids, 
not prisons. ... [ welcome (Brown) 
and others to focus on the need 
for higher education.” 

McCarty, a Sac State alum, 
said that he hasn’t met Brown, 


who was not invited to the forum. 
Brown has not responded to a 
request for comment from The 
State Hornet as of press time. 

Sacramento mayor-elect Dar- 
rell Steinberg opened the forum 
to raucous applause in a spirited 
attack on Republican presidential 
nominee Donald ‘Trump. 

“We face, I think, a dramatic 
test for our democracy,” Steinberg 
said. ““Uhere is never any excuse 
to divide people based on race, 
ethnicity or any other protected 
category. [here is never a reason 


or excuse to make fun of some- 
body with a disability. ‘There is no 
excuse to demean a whole group 
of people hke immigrants and 
refer to them writ large as rapists 
and murderers.” 

Steinberg gave his reaction 
to an incident last week where 
outgoing Mayor Kevin Johnson 
was hit in the face with a pie at 
a farm-to-fork dinner and reacted 
by fighting the pie-thrower. 

“[’m just glad that the mayor 
and his family are okay,” Stein- 


berg said. “People who run for of-

fice sign up for a lot but they don’t 
sign up for that.” 

In the realm of policy, Stein- 
berg said that he supports the in- 
crease in the amount of time that 
parking spaces in Sacramento are 
metered, which went from 6 p.m. 
to 10 p.m. on Sept. 1. 

“T think it’s a work in prog- 
ress,” said Steinberg. “We want 
to encourage people to use transit 
and that’s really the underlying 
message of all of it.”

Board of Supervisors, is a Sac 
State alum and reflected on be- 
ing back at his alma mater for the 
forum, which he has attended for 
the past 11 years.

BLACK STUDENT UNION HOSTS OPEN-MIC DIALOGUE

A demonstration addressing 
violence and systemic racism to- 
ward the black community drew 
over 100 students, staff and ad- 
ministrators, including an atten- 
tive President Robert Nelsen, to 
the Library Quad on Thursday, 
Sept. 22. 

The event, hosted by the 
Black Student Union in coor- 
dination with the Multi-Cultur- 
al Center, gave attendees who 
wished to speak an opportuni- 
ty to address the crowd using a 
bullhorn. 

“They call us thugs when 
we protest,” government major 
Khalil Ferguson told the crowd. 


He said that he gets frustrat- 
ed when he hears complaints 
against both rioting and peace- 
ful protests — such as San Fran- 
cisco 49ers quarterback Colin 
Kaepernick not standing for the 
national anthem. 

“A protest is supposed to 
make people uncomfortable. 
It’s a protest. There’s something 
wrong that we’re protesting,” he 
said. 

Ferguson said that the event 
was intended to show solidarity 
with other recent protests, in- 
cluding those held by the Black 
Lives Matter movement. 

“We’re out here standing in 
solidarity with every black man 
for every injustice, every person 
that’s been killed unjustly ... by 
the police or by a hate crime,” 
Ferguson said. 

Sac State student Kya Hunt- 
er helped to organize the event 
and read the names of people

who've recently been killed by 
law enforcement officers. 

Nick Harris, a business ma- 
jor, talked about the Tuesday, 
Sept. 20 shooting of Keith Scott 
by police in North Carolina that 
sparked nationwide protests and 
a riot the following day that lead 
to 44 arrests and one death. 

“You see this countless times 
where a white assailant has arms 
and creates a risk and (police) 
take him down with (non-lethal) 
methods but someone who is 
black or a person of color, they 
use lethal force,” Harris said. 

Harris was there with his 
friend Isaiah Alexander, the vice 


president of the Black Student 
Union. Alexander spoke for six 
minutes about his interactions 
with police both in Los Angeles 
and Sacramento. 

When asked why he came to 
Wednesday’s protest, he said, 
“numbers. We need numbers. 
We need to participate in en- 
gagement and dialogue. I sup- 
port my people. Uhat’s what I’m 
here for.” 

Prescott Edmonds, a senior 
and psychology major, quoted 
Martin Luther King Jr.’s “I Have 
a Dream” speech, saying that 
what King was talking about in 
1963 is still relevant today. 


“I woke up this morning and 
realized I’m part of the prob- 
lem because I’ve watched this 
happen and haven’t done any- 
thing until now,” Edmonds said. 
“I was sitting down watching 
(Hunter) break down. into tears 
and it was then that I realized 
I could no longer sit down and 
watch.” 

President Nelsen watched 
the protest from a bench in the 
quad for about two hours. He 
had been attending a gradua- 
tion initiative meeting in Long 
Beach, but flew back to Sacra- 
mento when he was notified of 
the planned demonstration. 

“My students are important 
to me and I wanted to hear what 
they had to say,” Nelsen said. 
“There is a lot of pain out there, 
there is a lot of sadness, but 
there’s also a really strong sense 
of community.”

Restoration project unveiled 
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Wildlite area maintained by students nearly scorched by fire

When she first heard about 
the recent grass fire near Cal 
Expo, Sacramento State environ- 
mental studies professor Michelle 
Stevens “went crazy,” but was 
sure that it wouldn’t get too close 
to the project she had spent the 
last two years on. 


That night, she tried to go to 


bed. 
“T didn’t sleep all night,

said 
Stevens. “I was just praying, 
‘Please, God, those trees will take 
20 years to get back.’ ” 

In the morning, the fire had 
been extinguished, and Stevens 
rushed to the site of her and her 
students’ work to find the flames 
had come within 50 feet of the 
Bushy Lake Restoration, a wet- 
land area and 20-acre pond just 
outside the gates of Cal Expo, 
which is part of the American 
River Parkway. 

On Friday, Sept. 23, the sched- 
uled unveiling of the project 
came as anticipated, with a large 
gathering of Sac State adminis- 
trators, professors, students and 
alums, including Assemblyman 
Kevin McCarty and Sacramento 
County Supervisor Phil Serna. 

‘The students who had worked 
on the project eagerly awaited 
the chance to show off their work 
—— an expansive project inves- 
tigating how to use native plant 
life to protect the ecosystem from 
the danger posed by the frequent 
fires in the area. 

Environmental studies gradu- 
ate Kayla Henry, who worked on 
the project during her senior year 
in 2015, said it was surreal to see 
the unveiling after years of work. 

“When we first came out here, 
it was for a class,” Henry said. “I 
had never heard of this place be- 
fore, so it’s really cool to see what 
it’s grown into with this project and 
how many people are here now.”

Orn Bodvarsson, dean of the 
College of Social Sciences and 
Interdisciplinary Studies at Sac 
State, said that the Bushy Lake 
Restoration highlights the impor- 
tance of universities and commu- 
nities “working together.” 

“You have faculty who are 
leading students in the field, the 
students are applying what they 
learned in a classroom and help- 
ing the community solve a prob- 
lem, and so both are made better 
off,” Bodvarsson said. 

Assemblyman Kevin McCa- 
rty, who wrote a bill sioned by 
Governor Jerry Brown earlier 
this month that will make the 


American River Parkway eligible 
for state funding, said that the 
integration of Sac State’s profes- 
sors and students were integral. 

“This is an asset that touches 
all walks of life,” said McCarty. 
“Having all these entities en- 
gaged together is only going to 
give positive results for the park- 
way.” 

Stevens and the school will 
apply for the newly eligible state 
funding, and hope that if and 
when it comes, it will serve as a 
boon for the project that helps 
maintain the home for the an- 
imals that live in and around 
Bushy Lake, including turtles and 


river otters. 

Seeing the attention the proj- 
ect garnered at the unveiling 
moved Stevens. 

“As a woman especially, I try 
to work twice as hard to set a 
good example for the students. 
Everything out here is my blood, 
sweat and tears,” Stevens said. 
“To have all these people out 
here to see it, to think that it’s 
gonna grow, that more people 
will help — we can really do 
monitoring out here and protect 
the wildlife.” 

For Stevens, the braader gaal 
of the project remains the same 
— to help provide a place and 


a chance for young people to go 
outdoors and experience the wil- 
derness. 

“This morning I watched a 
little girl riding her scooter to 
school and I thought, ‘Gosh, chil- 
dren don’t get to go into nature 
anymore,’ ” Stevens said. “They 
don’t feel comfortable in nature 
and their parents don’t feel com- 
fortable in nature.” 

“IT want to give every child 
an opportunity to come out into 
nature and see all the wonderful 
things we share our world with.”

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Basketball alumni honored in Hornet Hall of Fame, Coaches’ Circle

Sacramento State will induct 
four alumni into the school’s Men’s 
Basketball Hall of Fame and 
Coaches’ Circle on Oct. 25. 

Forward Mitch Third, guard 
Loren Leath, coach Terry Ray and 
the late coach Ted Goodykoontz 
will join the elite group of Hornets 
who have proven their dedication 
to the sport of basketball. The 
ninth annual ceremony, which will 
take place at the Alumni Center, 
will include a banquet with an in- 
troduction to the 2016-17 men’s 
basketball team, led by current 
head coach Brian Katz, and a pre- 
view of the upcoming season. 

‘The players being inducted into 
the hall of fame, Third and Loren, 
represent two different eras of Sac 
State basketball ranging from 1969 
to 2009. 

Third played on the Hornet 
squad for the 1969-70 season af- 
ter originally playing for Kansas 
State and Delta College. Spending 
his senior season with the Hor- 
nets, Third racked up numerous 
accolades including — honorable 
mention All-American and Most 
Outstanding Basketball Athlete in 
Sacramento. 

Third averaged 16.7 points 
and 9.9 rebounds while leading 
Sac State to the 1970 NCAA Di- 
vision II ‘lournament, which was 
one of only four appearances in 
school history, according to Hor- 
net Athletics. 

“Everybody was into it,” Third 
said. “The student body got behind 
us, the city got behind us when we 
were winning (and) the community 
would turn up to watch our games; 
the gym was always packed.” 

Third will be inducted for his 
individual efforts on the court but 
to him, basketball will always be a 
team sport. 

“We never really thought about 
the award part, we were a team,” 
Third said. “I would joke about 
giving the entire team my awards 
because it was really a team ef- 


fort and there were so many good 
players.” 

After playing for the Hornets, 
Third went on to play in the Phil- 
ippines from 1971-73 and was 
even asked to try out for the Port- 
land ‘Trail Blazers, an offer he did 
not take due to a desire to coach. 

Whereas Third was a Hornet 
for only his senior season, Leath 
took to the court as a freshman 
and competed from 2005 to 2009. 
During his time, Leath accumu- 
lated 1,489 points, ranking him 
as the third highest scorer in pro-

gram history and first in the pro- 
gram’s Division I era from 1991 to 
the present, according to Hornet 
Athletics. 

Leath now jokingly challenges 
players to beat his record saying, 
“Records are meant to be broken.” 

During a game at Northern 
Colorado in 2008, Leath scored 
41 points, which remains the pro- 
gram’s Division I record for most 
points scored in a game by a player. 

Leath also placed _third-best 
in field goals with 526 and fourth 
in 3-pointers with 240 while only 
missing four games during his four 
seasons at Sac State, according to 
Hornet Athletics. 

After college, Leath played for 
teams in France and Spain, and 
made his way to a rookie camp for 
NBA D-League team Maine Red- 
claws, an affiliate of the Boston 
Celtics. 

Leath currently coaches the 
Oakland Soldiers, a_ basketball 
club that inspires young men to be 
academically driven students who 
aim for college by playing bas- 
ketball. Notable alumni from this 
program include Cleveland Cava- 


ers’ small forward LeBron James 
and former Detroit Pistons’ guard 
Chauncey Billups. 

‘This season will be Leath’s last 
with the basketball club as he plans 
to move up in the coaching ranks, 
following fellow alumni Ray and 
Goodykoontz, who will be induct- 
ed into the Hornet Coaches’ Cir- 
cle this year. 

Ray played with future Sac 
State Hall of Famer Third during 
the 1969-70 season and finished 
his tenure with the Hornets after 
the 1970-71 season. During Ray’s 
season with Third, he accumulat- 
ed an estimated 7.5 points a game, 
making him the fourth highest 
scorer that season. 

“We were teammates togeth- 
er when our 1970 team went to 
the NCAA regionals Division II 
tournament,” Ray said. “He was 
our leader and one of the hardest 
workers on the team ... ’m proud 
to share this moment with him.” 

After his time at Sac State, Ray 
spent a couple years as head coach 
of Jesuit High School before mov- 
ing to Rio Linda High School, 
where he coached for over 40 years 
before retiring in 2014. 

“It’s quite an honor to be in- 
ducted,” Ray said. “I know many 
of the coaches that are already in 
es: 

Goodykoontz, who died in 
2006 at the age of 48, graduated 
from Sac State and pursued his 
Masters in Sports Science at the 
United States Sports Academy, ac- 
cording to his obituary. 

Since 1980, Goodykoontz has 
coached at local high schools such 
as Jesuit, Sacramento, Christian 
Brothers, Hiram Johnson, Wood- 
land and Rosemont. He also was 
an assistant coach at Stanislaus 
State from 1993-94 and College of 
the Siskiyous from 1994-95. 

Sac State will hold an in memo- 
riam for Goodykoontz during the 
induction ceremony. 

These four Hornets encapsu- 
late the hard work and dedication 
it takes to succeed and on Oct. 25, 
they will officially be engraved in 
Sac State basketball history.

When Steve Gray first heard 
about rugby in college, he thought 
it was played with sticks. 

Years later, the Sacramento 
State recreation, parks and tour- 
ism administration professor is 
now a member of the U.S, Rugby 
Hall of Fame. 

In 1969, Gray was a business 
major attending the University 


of Arizona on a golf scholarship. - 


After struggling to find his stroke 
in the hypercompetitive collegiate 
environment, Gray decided to 
join the school’s new rugby club 
upon seeing an advertisement in 
the school newspaper. 

“It was the first year they ever 
had a program, and we didn’t 
even have a coach so all we did 
was play,” Gray said. “It was just 
so much fun because you didn’t 
have a coach telling you what to 
do. You just stayed on the field the 
whole time.” 

In 1976, Gray was named 
captain of first USA Eagles 15s (a 
15-player team), which competed 
in England. In 1980, Gray cap- 
tained the first Eagles 7s team to 
travel to Hong Kong, where they 
played a tournament with teams 
from across the globe before a 
crowd of 50,000 people. 

“They had an opening cer- 
all the different 
countries would walk around, 


emony where 


sort of like a mini-Olympics, so 
for us it was really fun,” Gray 
said. “We all stayed in the same 
hotel; so you get to see Samoans 
and Fijians and (the) French and 
Italians, but they all played rugby, 
sO it was just-a great experience.” 

Gray decided to facilitate his 
frequent travels playing rugby 
by attending UCLA, where he 
would earn his second degree 
while playing for both the Bruins 
and the Los Angeles Rugby Club. 
In 1981, he earned a doctor- 
ate in recreation administration 
from the University of Southern 


California. 


In 1985, after teaching at the 
University of Miami, Gray and 
his wife Jackie returned to Cali- 
fornia when Gray secured a job 
teaching recreation and coaching 
rugby at San Diego State. Two 
years later, Gray coached the Az- 
tecs to a National 15s Champi- 
onship and to this day recalls his 
time in San Diego as one his best 
coaching experiences. 

“The guys there were just 
really great,” Gray said. “Hav- 
ing (them all) come together and 
(winning) meant a lot. I still see 
those guys all the time, five or six 
of them live here in Sacramento 
(today).” 

In 1987, Gray accepted a 
teaching position at Sac State. 
Since then, Gray and his family 
have established close ties in Sac- 
ramento and Davis. 

“One of my sons played all 
four years at Davis, so I ended 
up coaching them for about eight 
years on and off,” Gray said. “I 
feel a little guilty about that, but I 
always told the Davis players they 
had to respect Sac State because 
that’s who paid my bills.” 

In 2015, Davis won the Divi- 
sion If National Championship, 
with Gray working as the team’s 
coach coordinator. 

During this time, Gray worked 
alongside his former U.S. nation- 
al teammate Mike Purcell, who 
still coaches for the Aggies today. 
Purcell was inducted to the U.S. 
Rugby Hall of Fame in 2015, and 
fondly recalls his time playing 
with Gray. 

“(He was) just such a dynam- 
ic player,” “He'd 
always take chances and try to 


Purcell said. 


throw a long pass or make a dan- 
gerous kick. He was golden — ev- 
erybody loved him and he was a 
lot of fun to be around.” 

Since retiring from playing 
rugby, Gray has become a certi- 
fied CrossFit coach, has trained 
Olympic players, and continually 
trains and certifies new coaches 


with USA Rugby.

the U.S. Rugby Hall of Fame. Gray coached the San Diego State Aztecs to a National 15s Chamipionship. 


“T want the game to spread,” 
Gray said. “It’s more than just 
playing a game ... we try to en- 
able our players to make their 
own decisions, set their own goals, 
and (other) things (that are) really 
important in life, as opposed to a 
coach telling them what to do.” 

Through his time at Sac State, 
Gray has kindled a passion for 
teaching students both on the 
field and in the classroom. 


“] really enjoy my classes 


and my teaching,” Gray said. 
“It’s interesting having coached 
at UC Davis, (and) I’ve loved all 
the students there, but to me this 
is a much richer learning envi- 
ronment. We have much more 
diversity (and) it’s more like the 
real world, so I love being with 
the students ... I learn stuff every 
semester.” 

While he only coached the 
Hornets during his son’s time at 
Sac State, Gray has served as the 


club’s faculty advisor for many 
years. Junior Kristina Johnson, 
who is the president of Sac State’s 
women’s rugby club, says the club 
benefits from his knowledge. 

“He’s been a big mentor to 
us,” Johnson said. “He’s played 
many years and put in a lot of 
time and he’s been really dedicat- 
ed. It shows in his passion, and he 
just continues to love (the game), 
and that’s why I think he got in 
the Hall of Fame.”

Davis delves deep into video game pastime, competes in pro tournaments

The sport of baseball is often 
regarded as America’s favorite 
pastime, but one 27-year-old 
Sacramento State student nev- 
er gravitated towards it — he’d 
much rather have his Mad Katz 
arcade fightstick in hand. 

David Davis, born and raised 
in Sacramento, has played in the 
competitive industry of e-sports, 
short for electronic sports, since 
2012 and vividly remembers his 
first Ultimate Marvel vs. Capcom 
3 video game tournament in Elk 
Grove. 

“I got destroyed because | 
thought I was the coolest kid on

the block,” Davis said. “I was 
introduced to this environment 
where there’s so many people and 
they're playing the same game as 
me.” 

Davis connected immediately 
with fellow competitor Raymond 
Monsada, who attended Sac 
State from 2004-09 and placed 
in the top eight in Ultimate Mar- 
vel vs. Capcom 3 world tourna- 
ments, and the pair began to train 
together. 

“He was kind of like my men- 
tor in that game and kind of 
shaped me into the player I am 
today,” Davis said, 

Monsada, an Elk Grove na- 
tive who retired from e-sports in 
2013 to pursue graduate school, 
beat Davis in the popular fighting 
game an estimated 100-200 times

a day during practice sets, Davis 
said. 

“He’s very persistent,” Mon- 
sada said. “I was a top player at 
the time and he was really new to 
the scene, but he was very hun- 
gry and was willing to go to as 
many tournaments as possible. 
He was always looking for advice 
from other players and he would 
ask me a lot how to improve his 
gameplay, so I think that’s some- 
thing that sets him apart from 
others.” 

Although Davis is restricted in 
how many tournaments he can 
attend due to school, work and 
his Kappa Sigma fraternity du- 
ties, he makes up for it by seeking 
advice from mentor and training 
partner Long Nguyen, who has 
traveled to competitions from 
Canada to Costa Rica. 

“T feel like he has a lot of po- 
tential — he just needs more 
experience in the tournament 
field, especially major tourna- 
ments,” Nguyen said. “Major 
tournaments are where you get to 
test yourself and see where your 
placement is on the field. For 
people to transition from a ca- 
sual player to a major player is a 
huge step and I definitely feel he’s 
going in the right direction night 
now.” 

Davis, a senior communica- 
tions major, performed his best 
this year at The Evolution Cham- 
pionship Series in Las Vegas on 
July 15. Davis competed in pop- 
ular fighting games such as Ult- 
mate Marvel vs. Capcom 3 and 
Street Fighter V against over five 
thousand players and finished in 
the top 500. 

“1 feel like it was a defining 
moment for me because I spent 
so much time on a game that only 
came out a few months ago at the 
time (and) that’s when [I started 
talking to a Jot of the internation- 
al players to play sets with them,” 
Davis said after batthng his way 
through multiple 16-player pools 
of double elimination with his fa- 
vorite character Ken Masters. 


Motivation comes in many 
forms for Davis. One form of 
motivation is his connection to his 
older brother Richard, who intro- 
duced him to Street Fighter 16 
years ago, and Ultimate Marvel 
vs. Capcom 3 in 2011. This bond 
was tested last year when Davis 
received an unexpected phone 
call at a tournament, telling him 
his brother needed surgery for a 
recently discovered brain tumor. 

“It was successful, but it was 
the fact that he had to go through 
so much,” said Davis reflecting 
on his brother’s surgery. “He was 
my drive to become better too, 
because I wanted to do it for him 
and because he’s the one who re- 
ally got me into fighting games, so 
I wanted to do it for my brother.” 

Davis, who will travel to Los 
Angeles for his next tournament 
in October, and his brother shake 
their heads at naysayers who tell 
them that competitive video gam- 
ing isn’t an athletic event.

“Street Fighter V was on 
ESPN for Sunday night finals, so 
when a person tells me a video 
game is not a sport, I don’t real- 
ly say much because that’s their 
opinion, (but) I disagree ... let’s 
say for League of Legends and 
Starcraft, they have such a big 
prize pool up to one million dol- 
lars and that’s a lot,” Davis said.

“It’s always fun because one 
thing I learned from my mentors 
is if you're not having fun with 
a game, then why are you doing 


it?” Davis said.

New country, same sport for freshmen golfers

Athletes often mention the 
“love of the game” as their 
motive for competing, but how 
many would pack up their bags 
and move to another country to 
continue the sport? 

Iwo student-athletes on the 
Sacramento State women’s golf 
team did just this as freshmen. 
Sofie Babic (from Lanholm, 
Sweden) and Nishtha Madan 
(Gurgoan, India) left everything 
they were accustomed to in their 
respective countries in order to 
pursue a competitive collegiate 
golf career. 

Babic and Madan both recog- 
nize that golf isn’t necessarily the 
most popular sport in their na- 
tive countries, but hope to con- 
tinue the trend with their play in 
Sacramento. 

“I mean it’s definitely growing 

. aS a men’s sport it is far more 
known, but in the last couple 
years it’s really been growing as a 
women’s sport because I can say 
that I was probably one of the 
first girls to kind of start playing 
with my sister (Sac State junior 
golfer Astha Madan),” Madan 
said. “It was quite strange be- 
cause nobody would see girls at 
the golf club so it was interesting 
to see that we were kind of start- 
ing it out.” 

As for Babic, soccer is the 
sport that dominated the popu- 
larity charts in Sweden. Although 
she grew up playing soccer and 
participating in horseback riding 
and gymnastics, Babic steered 
away from conventional team 
sports in favor of golf, which de- 
pends solely on the athlete. 

“Golf was special because it’s 
an individual game,” Babic said. 
“So it’s not like a team because 
maybe not everyone on the team 
has the same motivation as you 
... so that’s why I continued with 
golf and quit all the team sports.” 


Sac State women’s golf coach 
David Sutherland thinks that 
Babic and Madan both have sol- 
id golf games given that this is 
only their first year playing in the 
United States. 

“In terms of what makes 
them special I think is that they 
are both two gals that are just 
strong throughout their games. 
I really feel ike they both have 
mature golf games that will allow 
them to go compete,” Sutherland 
said. “I feel like they both have 
desire and drive to be better and 
improve. ‘They’re also just great 
kids, they’re really good girls.” 

Madan also thought it was 
much easier to adjust to her 
new teammates and get into the 
swing of things by having an old- 
er sister who has proven herself 
on the golf course. 

“I mean she is a part of 
home, she is family, so obvious- 
ly knowing that I have someone 
from home is a lot easier to kind 
of cope with everything else,” 
Madan said. “But it has not 
been that huge of an adjustment 
as I had expected. I mean, Pm 
kind of easing into things so 
that’s good.” 

Nonetheless, anxiety is to be 
expected when learning new 
customs and being introduced 
to other players who have lived 
in the U.S. their entire lives. But 
luckily for Babic and Madan, the 
process has been made easier 
as coaches and teammates have 
embraced the two. 

Babic, for instance, didn’t 
know much of anything 
about Sac State prior to 
joining the team, but 
when Sutherland  of- 
fered her the oppor- 
tunity to play her 
favorite sport in 
California, it was an 
offer she couldn’t 
refuse. 

“{ think Da- 

vid is a great golf 
coach, that’s why 
I wanted to come 





visit Sac State,” Babic said. “I 
thought I was going to another 
school, but then when I started 
talking to him I just changed 
my mind and wanted to come 
visit, so I did, and I thought it 
was a good campus, the golf 
courses are good ... and it’s in 
California.” 

California may have offered 
the most intrigue, but it was at 
the Cougar Cup in Pullman, 
Washington where Babic and 
Madan first established them- 
selves as Hornets in their first 
tournament action as collegiate 
golfers. 

Babic finished the tournament 
in 20th place (74-78-72-224) and 
Madan tied for 21st place (72-76- 
77-225) to help Sac State place 
fourth overall in the Cougar Cup 
on Sept. 20. 

“My philosophy has always 
been ... I don’t care if a kid is 
from Sacramento or Sweden,” 
Sutherland said. “If they’re ca- 


pable of playing at a Division 


I level, if they are interested in 
performing academically then 
we are going to be instantly re- 


cruiting them.” 

Babic and Madan seem to fit 
this mold and the pair will look 
to improve as the team travels to 
the Pat Lesser Harbottle Invita- 
tional in Tacoma, Wash. on Oct. 
10 and 11.

Lee, a junior graphic design ma- 
jor, said that every man and wom- 
an has their own opinion on what 
‘perfect’ means.

Proposals to make college tui- 
tion free for most students at pub- 
lic universities are one of the few 
things Americans seem excited 
about in the race-to-the-bottom 
that is the 2016 election. 

But even these are band-aids 
for the festering wound that is the 
rising cost of college. 

Candidates and officeholders 
spoke at Sacramento State on 
Saturday and addressed the issue 
as part of the Asian Pacific Is- 
lander Voters Education & Can- 
didates Forum. 

In her race for U.S. Senate 
against Congresswoman Loretta 
Sanchez, D-Orange, California 
Attorney General Kamala Har- 
ris said last week that she is in fa- 
vor of eliminating tuition for any 
family making under $140,000 
per year. 

Harris is one-upping Demo- 
cratic presidential nominee Hil- 
lary Clinton. Her plan would 
make college tuition free for any 
family making under $120,000 by 
2021. 

Certainly these ideas are trying 
to address a real problem. College 


get 


Sra 
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tuition costs are rising faster than 
inflation and financial aid often 
doesn’t keep up. Americans now 
Owe more. in student loan debt 
than in credit card debt. 

Clinton’s plan is an improve- 
ment over that of her primary 
opponent, Sen. Bernie Sanders, 
I-V'T, whose own plan would 
have given wealthy families the 
same tuition exemption as the 
poor. 

The problem — one that Clin- 
ton loved to emphasize before she 
adopted some of Sanders’ ideas 
— is that there is no such thing 
as “free” college. Either students 
pay out of pocket, take govern- 
ment aid and loans, or everyone 
pays more through taxes. 

And the government absorb- 
ing the cost of tuition doesn’t 
address why college tuition costs 
have been rising in the first place, 
and may in fact have a detrimen- 
tal effect. 

Why change the method of 
paying for something when you 
could just pay less, whether it’s 
through cash, aid, loans or in- 
creased taxes? 





Making tuition free ignores deeper issues 





In our increasingly stratified society, 
where a college degree is essential to be- 
ing in the middle class, the rising cost of 
a university education is a scandal. 





Rudy Fichtenbaum, an econo- 
mist and president of the Amer- 
ican Association of University 
Professors, maintained in a Wall 
Street Journal interview that in- 
creasing administrative positions 
and salaries and spending on ath- 
letics, “luxury dorms, new dining 
halls and rock-climbing walls” are 
partly to blame and lead to both 
increased tuition and declining 
professor salaries (an issue that 
almost led to a professor strike 
earlier this year). 

While rich poor, 
dorm-dwelling and commuting 
students alike pay for these, they 
disproportionately benefit people 
who have the resources to pay to 
live on campus. 

And the government absorb- 
ing college tuition costs makes it 
easier for universities to continue 
new projects and expansion.

A 2015 study from the New 
York State Federal Reserve found 
that for every dollar colleges 
around the country took in in- 
creased student loans, they ab- 
sorbed 60 cents into the college’s 
budget.

country need to ask fundamental 


Policy makers around 
questions about what is necessary 
to the mission of the college and 
what is secondary and ask for 
money accordingly. 

Thankfully, both candidates 
for Congress in California’s con-

reality. 
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“We've got to disrupt the cost 
of education and make educa- 
tion cheaper,” said incumbent 
Congressman Ami Bera, D-Elk 
Grove. “It makes a difference if 
you're $40,000 in debt to get a 
lower interest rate, but we ought 
to ask the question “How did you 
get $40,000 in debt?’ ” 

His Republican 


Sacramento Sheriff Scott Jones, 


opponent, 


gave particular suggestions. 

“I think you need to take a 
critical look about how money 
going to public education is be- 
ing spent,” Jones said. “Does the 
U.C. chancellor really need to be 
paid half a million dollars? Is the 
money being spent for adminis- 
tration being well spent?” 

Whether we stick with the sta- 
tus quo or move toward a Har- 
ris-Clinton-Sanders approach, it’s 
a basic principle of fairness that 
anyone with less shouldn’t have 
to pay, take out loans or pay taxes 
for those who have much. 

And if administrators 
politicians want to promote so-

cial justice, that’s a good place to 
start.
